PROF. DALE GAVE 
LECTURE AT THE 
NOMAD'SMEETHiG 

Interesting Talk on Shakeapeare 
and Rtukin by McGill 
Prof etior * 

nil Mond.iy, .Vovember Jth, at the 
weekly meeting of the Nomads Club, 
Profissor J. A. Dale read a profound- 
ly interesting paper ninm Ruekins at- 
titude and criticism uf Shakespeaj-e, 
and Buskin's own position ns an artist 
and social reformer. Fundumentallyt' 
he pointed out, thi're was an oppopltion 
between the moralLst and artist, one. 
which was, from some aspects, per- 
sonified by rtuskln and Shakespeare. 

The artist as Shakespeare, looked 
upon life, saw Its goodness and evil, ils 
ti'iiKedy, its comedy, its prnldinis, ami 
set them forth as they were, with his 
own commanding power of pen or 
brush. Mankind, In general, saw ail 
that the artist saw, 'but l.irked his 
cai'aclty for reproduction. .Neverthe- 
less, he hhd ever the iiowcr lo appre- 
ciate this truth, comedy or tniaedv, for 
for he saw In It hiiuMeir revealed. 

The moralist, on the contrary, .sought 
PX|>lanatlons, or answered riddlcN of 
LXistence. Poln and evil aroused a dr- 
sire to sootlie or reform. Thus he was 
liitenaely prejudiced, and no longer 
contemiilateil Joy qi- sorrow, beauty oP 
iiglliiiss without relating them to mon, 
as a tlilnir to altered, helped, taught, 
di nniiiiced. Wis theories rose from age 
to age. and died, but the arllft gave us 
that life which goes on for ever, and 
is ever fresh and ever reoognlsable tb 
all sorts and conditions of men.

The npologlnts for privilege, for 
divine right, for eccle«i >stlcal .-lutlior- 
ity. strive unwearyi!i4ly lo lienuiddle 
the popular mind upon ihu relations of 
the few and tho m.\ny, the minority 
and the majority, to efficiency ,md to 
truth. Wiliat do ihe many know, they 
say, about mnnagiiig liuslnes.-:, openit- 
ing a r.illroail, planning a military 
canipaigu? To such ipicstiiius. put In 
theis (iiiestion-lii'ggi'ig w.iy, tht; .llt- 
swer of cour.so is ".Voihiim". 

If democracy roqulrod tliat the iTia«- 
set; of mankind should be scientific, in- 
dustrial ant' military experts, it would 
remain forever L'topLiii, a dretim. But 
it does not. Bnmocr.vcy is based upo". 
a truth more compre'acnslve, more pro- 
found. Domocnicy is possl'de lieeau.<e 
leadership, Initiative, ,;cnius for guid- 
ance, are one thing, while ultimate re- 
sponsibility, illtimulo decision, sover- 
eignty, are a wholly different thing. 
In democracy the few lead, In.lpire and 
guide; the many arc Hovircign, they 
make tho final, the fateful decision, 
to tnem alone belongs ultimate respon- 
sibility. 

In the absolutist empire, the few 
not only direct, they ai.»o deckle. They 
are sovereign. I'or all practical pur- 
poses they own the many, whatever 
the empty phrases of formid law may 
.say 10 the coiiir.iry. They arc. not 
nuri.-ly leaders, llicy arc lords. 
The resistless, overwhtdmiug massing 
of intelligeni symi>.i!hy Ihruuul tliu 
western world upon the side of ICng- 
land, )]clgium and l-'rancc In this up- 
IMtlling struggle has come iihout, na 
our Ccrm.in friends will i/ie day un- 
derstand, because tho western world 
Instantly grasped tho essential fact 
that democracy and lendcsnlp havo 
been ass.alled by lord.shlp. Th nttempl 
to raise .i false Issue by alleging that 
llussla is more Ui be dreaded than 
lîermnny nas deceived nobody in his 
senses. Sufficient upto the day is the 
evil thereof. , Whatever tlay li.appen 
In the future, liuwsia is to-day hurling 
lii-r stiens-th agnlnst the only army 
whlcJi as yet has aggressively attempt- 
ed to sabslitiite in llie western world 
the law of lest) tna.lestc fur constltut 
loruil liberty, and milittirism for the 
moral oblig.it ion of solemnly actccpled 
irentcs. The crimes of Itusslan im- 
peri.'ilisin havo hoeu many, and the day 
of retribution will come, bul Itussl.-i. 
does not yot stand before the world 
forsworn. The German Kmplre does. 

.■^o the issue is drawn, and .Mr. 
Winsloii flitiichill, with appalling 
clearness has portrayed Its practical 
aspects. Leadership and lordship 
havo closed In a life and de.-ith strug- 
gle.

Virtue, he cnntlntied, is the Mean be- 
tween two vices, one of execs and the 
other of defect. But the Moan Is not 
alwiiys equally distant from each of the 
e.\tremes, for one extreme somctimoa 
resetubles the mean after a fashion, 
e.g.,: Kashne.ss bc.irs a certain re- 
semblance to Courage. 

An important question, therefore, 
arlHis ill "Who Is to decide in any given 
case where the iiropor mean lies'/" 
Aristotle disposed uf this question as a 
work of inslglit purely. 

Tlie Important pla<'e given lo Justice 
as an ethical factor by both I'luto and 
Aristotle was next dwelt upon, and 
the 8r,.-aker concludcj with the state- 
ment that virtue consisted In always 
maintaining a just mean between two 
opposite errors or extremes.

GERMAN. RUSSIAN. FRENCH WAR INEVITABLE 
After Germany's Declaration of War on Russia the Czar Telegraphed to His Majesty the King

I was awakened a lion I «.15 by the 
Increase of our speed, and, thinking it 
was nothing more than a slight spurt 
to lake up our day patrol position, I 
lay quiet. However, about ton minutes 
liter 1 fidt the engines going full speed 
nsti rn, so, guessing at once that some- 
thing out of the ordinary was happen- 
ing, I sat up, and, opening my scuttle, 
looked out.
